Wanted: Ontario 
wine drinkers

I am sure each of you 
have a favourite wine 
or favourite producer 
where you get your daily 
“go to" wine that always 
brings a smile to your 

The problem we have 
here in Ontario is that 
choice is not always local, 
so much so that we barely 
reach over 40 per cent 
of total wine sales using 
Ontario grown grapes. 

The story gets sadder; only 
10 per cent of those sales are 
100 per cent VQA wines. 

The maj ority of wine 
regions around the world 
have a local consumption in 
the 70 per cent and up range 
with some regions over 90 

A visit to Bordeaux a few 
years ago brought me to 
a massive wine selection 
in a local market store. I 
made the classic tourist 
mistake of asking where 
in the store I would find 
something from Alsace. 
Soon after I was greeted 
with an incredible look 
of disgust from the store 
owner and made to feel 
like I had scorned his 
beloved child. I was 
asked, "Why on earth 
would you want to drink 


Alsatian wine when 
you are in the heart of 
Bordeaux?" I would like 
to attach the same logic to 
drinking Ontario wines. 

So here in Ontario we 
are "blessed” to have a 
selection of wines from 
around the world in the 
LCBO and in our favourite 
restaurant, including the 
giant producers from 
France, Italy, California 
and Australia. I, too, 
love wines from all these 
countries; and as a lover of 
wine, should I not be able 
to choose what I love and 
what makes me happy? I 
would never make anyone 
give up their favourite 
grape ferment but would 
hope that some amazing 
Ontario wines are also 
included in that “go to” list 
of wines they cannot live 
without. 

My challenge to you all is 
to find an Ontario wine that 
you love just as much as 


wine. When you shop for 
food, you most likely look 
for some local vegetables 
and fruit, search for the 
local beef or seek out for 
some free range local 
chicken? 

We feel good about 
these choices because it 
supports local farmers 


and producers and creates 
a smaller carbon footprint 

So why can we not use 
this logic for our next 
wine purchase? Grape 
growers are farmers too, 
and buying 100 per cent 
VQA wine supports our 
entire economic structure 
and helps grow our local 
economy. 

Next trip to the LCBO 
or your favourite eatery 
take a bold leap; instead 
of selecting that teeth- 
staining Barossa Shiraz 
or over-oaked California 
chardonnay, I hope you 
will give our local wine 
magicians a chance so 
Ontario wines can take a 
step closer to being the 
majority wine of choice.

Perfect fall for wildcrafting - 
on your own property

the maples have only just started to 
turn colour and only half the trees 
have dropped any leaves. There are 

and a clematis still blooming, and 
a rosebush which withered and 
mewled all summer, has suddenly 
produced a brightyellow-orange 
display. Not to mention the gerani¬ 
ums which are still going strong, so 
procrastination is not always a bad 
thing, as I had thought of cutting 
them back a few weeks ago. 

I also procrastinated about 
planting spring bulbs, and man¬ 
aged to get them in last weekend 
before sleet and snow. An amaz¬ 
ing accomplishment - it was a 
strange experience for me. There 
was even time to dig the proper 
depth for the bulbs because when 
the sleet is hitting my eyes, I have 
been known to cheat a litde. 

Normally before this article is due, 

I think and do some reading, but the 
thinking part of my week was taken 
up with consternation concerning 
my nose. I had to go to Toronto to 
have a thingyremoved, and although 
I only have six tiny stitches and this 
is the second foray I have had with 
this issue, somehowl couldn’t get 
my mind to focus on gardening. 
However, all is well, and my consola¬ 
tion is that if I ever need to have 
another one removed, then I can ask 
for the nose I have always wanted. 
There’s always a silver lining. 

While waiting interminably in 
the doctor’s office, I did begin to 
think about Christmas or should 
I say, the holiday season, and 
think that this was the perfect 
fall for foraging the seed heads, 
interesting twigs, birds’ nests and 
branches for planters and indoor 


personal comment about my skills. 
Anything you 'wildcrait' from your 
own property or those things which 
hang over your fence are fair game. 
However, if you’re going onto public 
land there are a few things you should 
think about Never pick more than 10 
per cent of awildflower’s seeds, and 
only from large clumps of those flow¬ 
ers. Learn what you can about aspe- 
cies before picking it If the plant has 
rhizomes, you can take some because 
it will continue to spread from the 
rhizomes still in the ground, but obvi¬ 
ously, take only a small portion. 

If you're on private property, ask 
the owner's permission, and wear 
your Kevlar vest. Search the internet 
for a copy of the Canadian species 
at risk, and don't pick anything on 
this list If you're cutting branches, 
prune properly with clean cuts, so 
that you cause no damage to the 
tree or bush. Finally, when you 

Failing that, I find it fun to 
forage at local garden centres. 
You’ll find plenty of decorating 
material, though not necessarily 
real wildcraft, and you can only be 
arrested if you don’t pay. 

You still may be able to find inter¬ 
esting things in your own garden for 
your arrangements. It seems to be 
astellaryear for holly berries. I've 
been seeing them everywhere. 

I planted a blackberry lily last 
spring which developed wonder¬ 
ful seed heads looking like - yes, 
blackberries. And if you were wise 
enough, you've saved your poppy 
seed heads. Even echinacea seed 
heads can spruce up an arrange¬ 
ment - easily spray painted for a 
litde bit of colour. 

On a practical note, if you've been 
tempted to spread mulch on your 
dainty perennials, hold off until a 
really hard frost, or the ground will 
heat up too much under the mulch 
and the poor plants won’t know 
they’re supposed to go to bed. And if 
you're mulching around trees, add at 
least five to six inches, but make sure 
you pull the mulch away from the
